The Board made the charge that I 
sold that which did not belong to me 
and that I knew at the time that it 
did not belong to m;. This is a pretty 
strong statement for them to make. 
They don't give me the benefit of a 
shade of a saadow of a doubt in the 
case. They condemn and hang me 
withoat witness, judge or jury and 
doB*t cvea give am tha "baaeSt of alae^ 
gy" ia my bariai! I havo jaot aflU that 
whiahwaa aot a^y owa aad I kaawit 
not to he, that's alL Well, the laat 
part of that charge they do not know 
to be true, nor can they know it. That 
I know I had no right to it I do most 
positively deny. CJn the contrary, I 
had alwaj's thought that I had a per- 
fect right to it until Sept the 12th, 
and it never entered my mind that 
even the Board thought differently u - 
til a few days ago Wiiile I ask no 
consideration at the hands of thcBoard 
nor do I expect any, I can bat wiah 
that my brother had been aparad.tha 
hnmHIatioa of aeeing me pabllabad to 
the woridaadlsbnaaat aad that too 
over the algaataraot twoaMa who 
sustain to him the peculiar and deli- 
cate relation of Elders to a Pastor in 
the church for which he has minister- 
ed so long.

In reply to the Board's note I wish 
to give my reasons for thinking I bad 
a right to the property for a year, and 
I trast I shall do ao ia hotter spirit 
thaa thay showed.

It takes two to make a con- 
tract The Board ought to have 
sought the advice of some lawyer in 
town on the meaning of a "contract'' 
it seems to me. But I may be char^^ed 
with inability to understand what the 
secretary meant, so I'll give a fourth 
reason:
